The history of Joshua has been com- 
pleted. The last lesson had to do with 
his final address to the children of Is- 
rael. After those farewell words, after 
having written in “ the book of the law 
of God,” and having taken “a great 
stone and set it up there under an oak 
that was by the sanctuary of the Lord,” 
Joshua died,a hundred and ten years 
old. 

In response to his appeal the people 
had re-declared their allegiance to Je- 
hovah, the God who had delivered them 
out of Egypt and established them in 
Canaan, and had most stoutly declared 
that they would serve him faithfully. 
For a time they remembered their prom- 
ise-and kept it. Then by degrees they 
beeame lax. Contrary to the Lord’s 
command some of the firmer Canaan- 
itish inhabitants were suffered to remain 
in the land. The great national trouble 
began in a sin of omission. The people 
did not guite do as God had commanded 
them to do. They nearly cleared out 
the land, but not quite. They almost 
made thorough work of obeying God, 
but not quite. And very serious conse- 
quences followed. 


“ They did evil.” In the first place, 
wishing to please these Canaanite na- 
tions among whom they lived, they be- 
gan to adopt some of their customs and 
admitted some of their religious rites 
into their own worship. They went a 
little way over toward evil. Probably 
they gave themselves*good reasons for 
doing this, and meant no harm in it, afid 
foresaw no evil. But it was not long 
before harm came. | 


2. “ They forsook the Lord.” The lit- 
tle leaven of heathenism leavened the 
whole lump. The nation soon found it- 
self drawn away wholly. The opening 
of the door to evil was like “ the letting 
out of water’?; what was admitted as 


@ concession, and upon sufferance, pres- 


ently took complete possession. 

3.“ They followed after other gods, and 
served Baal and Ashtaroth,’” ‘Baal 
was the supreme male deity and Ash- 
taroth the supreme female deity of the 


_ Canaanites. Baal was the sun-god and 


Ashtaroh was worshiped either as Venus 
or the moon.” The sin of the people 
passed from the negative to the positive. 
Beginning in carelessness and omission 
the end was wilful, deliberate apostacy. 
Negative conditions are impossible to 
maintain. No wheat growing in the 
field, the weeds and thistles are sure to 
spring up. 

4. “ And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel.” Themselves kindled 
the fire. There is the same close, in- 
evitable connection between man’s trans- 
gression and God’s displeasure that there 
is between the kindling of fire and heat. 

In this case the provocation was made 
all the greater by the background of 
good promises and fervid professions 
against which it stood in relief. The 
people were indignant when Joshua in- 
timated that they might be in danger 
of apostacy. They exclaimed, ‘“ God 


- forbid that we should forsake the Lord 


to serve other gods!” As much as to 
say, ‘ Never fear for us, we shall stand. 
We cannot be turned away.” ; 
5. ‘“* The hand of the Lord was 
against them for evil, as the Lord had 
said, and as the Lord had sworn to 
them.” Moral judgment cannot be void- 
ed. The sure harvest of sin is suffering. 
“* 'Whatsoever a man soweth that shall he 


also reap.” The history of humanity 
shows this. Sacred history shows it. 
Profane history shows it. All human 
experience shows it. The way of the 
transgressors is hard. Not only the end 
they reach, but the road they travel. 
Godliness is profitable unto all things, 
having promise of the life that now is 
and of that which is to come. 

6. “ Nevertheless the Lord raised up 
judges which delivered them.” God’s 
mercy follows always in the track even 
of his judgments. There is no suffer- 
ing, no severity of divine displeasure 
visited upon the sinfullest of men, but 
has a “ nevertheless’ of mercy attend- 
ing it. Where sin abounded, where 
death followed sin, there does grace 


‘much more abound and life springs out 


of death. A Christ comes upon the 
blackened fields which sin has wasted, 
‘to seek out and to save that which is 
lost.” 

LEssons. | 

Men are changeable. They make 
fervid professions and forget them, most 
loyal promises and break them. 

2. God is unchangeable. All his 
promises are immutable, all his threaten- 
ings are immutable. God cannot be 
mocked. His truth is established in the 
heavens. 

8. In the way of transgression is pain 
and death. Not pleasure, but distress, 
is the fruit of sin. | 

4. But divine mercy waits always 
upon human repentance. Deliverance 
is nigh even to the “ greatly distressed.” 

5. Yet even mercy and forgiveness 
leave ugly scars upon the forgiven soul. 
Israel never wholly recovered from this 
early lapse into healthenism. The effect 


of it keeps cropping out all through the 


nation’s subsequent history. The na- 
tion’s way was made rough by this early 
defection, even though the people re- 
pented and God forgave. Sin is a ter- 
rible thing. Sin unrepented oft is 
death. But even repentance, while it 
saves from death, leaves cause for sorrow 
that the sin was ever indulged in. — 


From the Hawaiian Islands. 


MAKAwWAO, Maui, 8. [., Jan. 27th, 1875. 

Epirors Paciric—Drar Breruren. 
The mail this morning brought me Tux: 
Paciric of December 24th, the last 
number of the old year. I notice the 
*“¢ Publisher’s Card,” and I unite with 
him in expressing the hope that every 
old subscriber will renew, and if pos- 
sible, send one or more new names with 
his own. As you do me the honor of 
putting me on your list of correspond- 
ents for Tar Paciric, and the favor of 
sending the weekly-issues without renew 
muneration, save what I do for you by 
way of writing, I need not formally re- 
my subscription. I wish to say, how- 
ever, that 1am greatly obliged to you 
and,to the proprietor or publisher, for the 
paper, which I hope you will continue 
to send to my address, and for which I 
will continue to write while life and 
health are continued, or so long as you 
think my communications of any par- 
ticular value. Gladly would I-do more 
for the sustaining of Tue Pactric, by 
sending you pecuniary aid yearly, but, 
as I may have told you, I am a self- 
supporting laborer in this missionary 
field—that is, I have no aid from any 
missionary board or association, and am 
past my 78th year. I am able, how- 
ever, by the mercy of God, to preach 
both in English and Hawaiian. How 
long I shall be able to use the pen I 
cannot foresee; but while I am as well 
as I am at present, I will remember my 
obligations to the conducturs and read- 
ers of Tue Paciric, and will, pen-wise, 
aid you as I am able. | 


I see our Hawaiian King, Kalakaua, 
is the lion of the day in the United 
States, as he travels from city to city in 
our goodly land. I noticed his safe ar- 
rival on your coast, and his reception in 
your goodly city, and while I thank you 
in behalf of our Hawaiian people at 
Makawao for your kind attentions to our 
king, J may not, cannot refrain from ex- 
pressing my unfeigned sorrow that the 
king should have landéd on your shores 
on the Sabbath : the Lord’s day, a day 
of rést and spiritual enjoyment, the day 
which he has bidden all.men—rulers 
and people—to remember to keep it 


holy. Our best people on the Islands 


have been supplicating the blessing of 
Almighty God to attend their king on 
his way to a foreign land, and during his 
residence in such a country, and I am 
sure that all who have been thus pray- 
ing will be deeply grieved when they 
hear of the Sabbath desecration conse- 
quent on his landing on your shores. I 
see na necessity of this movement on 
the Sabbath, or of the parade made by 
the officials of your city. Had the 
king landed quietly and gone, accom- 
panied by a few friends, to his hotel, 
and spent the Sabbath in a christian 
‘manner, what a thrill of joy would the 
intelligence have carried to the heart of 
every good man on the Islands, and I 
believe to the heart of thousands in 
ehristian lands. It is said that the pas- 


polite invitation to Kalakaua, on his 
landing, to visit the sanctuary where he 
officiated. If true, I desire in the Mas- 


that he did not accept this invitation, if 
such an one was given him. We know 
who hath said, ‘‘ Them that honor me I 
will honor.’ Our king goes to seek re- 
lief from the pressure of the times, and 
he needs the aid which the Almighty 
alone can afford. I shall cherish the 
hope of success in proportion as I see the 
king and the people, both natives and 
foreigners, disposed to acknowledge God 
and humbly seek his favor. 

Since the introduction of the chris- 


chiefs, I am happy to say, have shown a 
disposition to honor God. Kaahumanu, 
the Queen Dowager, the widow of Kam- 
ehameha I, had become hopefully pious 
before my arrival in 1828, and she 
seemed a traly conscientious christian 
ruler, a woman of sterling principle. So 


these which I have mentioned, were firm 
for the right so far as they understood 
it. And even Kamehameha III, though 
unable successfully to resist temptation, 


and Governor Kekuanaoa, of Oahu, 


chiefs, as Naihe and Kapiolani, afford- 
ed us much evidence of possessing chris- 
tian principle. Sorry am I to say that 
younger chiefs are greatly lacking in 
these traits of character, which distin- 


mer chiefs, the wise Kaahumanu, the 
staunch Hoapili, and his excellent wife, 
I never think without emotions of grat- 
itude to God for giving the nation rulers 
of so excellent a character, and I cannot 
look upon their graves without crying 
out in the language of Cowper in refer- 
ence to Chatham and Wolfte— 

“Those snns have set; O rise some other such,

If you see our weeklp papers, as I pre- 
sume you do, you will mark the pro- 
gress of our Hawaiian king, as he goes 
from place through our country. The 
Gazette of February 3d gives its readers 
an extract from the Chicago 7ribune, 
which, it seems, contains a report of 
three columns of an interview of one of 
the fraternity connected with the 7ri- 
bune with King Kalakaua and Governor 
Kapena. This gentleman did not spare 
the king in his great desire to serve 
his employers, thinking doubtless that 
whatever he could get from his majesty 
would be of inestimable value to his 
‘paper. He soon found that he had mis. 
taken his man. The reply of the king 
showed his wisdom and his shrewdness, 
and contained an implied rebuke of the 
officious interviewers. He did not wish 


to appear uncivil, but he had other bus- 


iness to attend to. Nobly said. Would 
that every member of his embassy had 
been as wise. But I am sorry to say 
that one at least, Mr. Kapena, Governor 
of Maui, was caught in the snare laid 
for his feet. You will see from the 
Gazette, perhaps from the Chicago 
bune, itself, more fully, the explanation 
given by Kapena of the decrease of the 
Hawaiian population. You will perceive

is: “It is somewhat remarkable that 
wherever the missionaries came—I_ will 
except the Roman Catholics—depopula- 
tion followed.” On being asked why he 
excepted the Roman Catholics, he re- 
plied, “‘ Because they have a better way 
of dealing with the heathen, as we were 
called. First of all, the Roman Cath- 
olic missionary does not commence his 
spiritual labors by ramming the Bible 
down unwilling throats. He begins by 
teaching the people agriculture and 
thrift, and gradually he leads then on 
until they learn to love him. Then, 
with the docility of little children, they 
listen to his religious advice, and after a 
time embrace his glowing belief, which 
appears to suit them better than the 
colder creeds of the Dissenters. The 
latter have been rather a failure in the 
South Sea Islands.” 

To the reporter’s inquiry “ How do 
you account for it ?”? our Governor re- 
plied, “‘ Because they talked eternal 
Bible, and nothing else. They were for- 
ever attending to the spiritual wants of 


the people, but had no care for their re- 


quirements as the Roman Catholics had. 
To prove what I say, I have only to as- 


}sert that in the islands where the Cath- 


olic faith obtains, the population has not 
decreased with the terrible rapidity 
which it has in Protestant sections. I 
know it appears strange, but it is so.” 

_ Let me assure the readers of Tux 
Paciric that though the Protestant mie- 
sionaries make the Bible the inspired 
word of God, prominent in all our in- 


‘structions of the Hawaiians, and téach 


them that there is no other name under 
heaven given among men whereby any 


can be saved but the name of Jesus, yet | 


it is not true, as here asserted, that 
they talk eternal Bible and nothing else ; 
not true that they are forever attending 


to the spiritual wants of the people, but 


have no care for their temporal require- 


ments as the Roman Catholics had. 


After a residence of some forty-five 
years at the islands, and an intimate ac- 
quaintaince with all the Protestant mis- 
sionaries on the group, I pronounce the 
above assertions of Governor Kapena 
grossly untrue and slanderous. I have 
nothing to say in this connection of the 
labors and influence of the Roman Cath- 
olic missionaries, but 1 claim to know 


that the Protestant missionaries, from the 


outset of their labors here, have been in- 
defatigable in teaching the people indus- 
try, economy, truth, fullness in their deal- 


_ings, obedience to lawful authority, and 


peacefulness in their intercourse with 
each other. A minister of the gospel,a 
Protestant missionary on Oahu, was re- 
garded as the father of corn-growing at 
the islands. Another, on Maui, was the 
reputed father of wheat - grewing. 
Thousands of bushels of wheat were 


| raised on Maui, and the raising of this 


grain was introduced into the island of 
Hawaii. By missionary example and 
precept the Hawaiians were taught to 
raise this excellent cereal, and continued 
to do so till we all saw clearly that we 
could not compete with our California 
neighbors in this kind of labor. We 


then gave it up, and advised our people 


to raise the Irish potato, corn, and sugar 
cane, which they are now doing, No 
statement could be further from thetruth 
than that Protestant missionaries at the 
islands have had no care for the tem- 
poral condition of the people: Till for- 
eign physicians came to the islands, we 
administered to the sick, as we were 
able, at every missionary station; and 
while binding up their wounded bodies 
and soothing their aching heads, we 
pointed them to the Great Physician for 
the healing of the maladies of their 
souls. Our wives and daughters taught 
them to use the needle, the women to 
make their own, and their husband’s and 
children’s garments, and take care of 
their sick. Those of us who had skill in 
any measure in the mechanic arts freely 
communicated our knowledge to our 
people, and thus put them in possession 
of simple furniture and other conven- 
iences. Gov. Kapena’ might have told 
his newspaper interlocutor that but for 


the missionary band that came hither to | 


bless, elevate, ‘and save his race, he 
might to this day have been a half-clad, 


ignorant, and untamed ravage, as were | 


multitudes of his people since I took up 
my residence at the islands, and among 
these some chiefs of high rank.

I hope our Governor will have 
the privilege of reading these few para- 
graphs, also the late editorials of the 
Commercial Advertiser remarking on his 
statements made at Chicago.

‘“‘ The real causes,” says the Gazette, 
- which have resulted in the decrease of 
the native population in these islands, 
are undoubtedly the syphilitic and other 
diseases which have spread over the 
whole Pacific since it has been visited 
by Europeans ; and also the introduction 
and use of intoxicating spirits. In their 
savage state, the Hawaiians, like the 
New Zealanders, were a noble and 
healthy people, probably increasing in 
numbers constantly. Epidemic disease 
and intoxicating beverages were un- 
known to them then. The epidemics 
which followed the discovery of the 
islands swept over them like a tidal 
wave, destroying ten and twenty thou- 
sand annually. But fatal as these have 
proved, they are nothing as compared 
with rum and intoxicating drinks of do- 


‘| mestic manufacture, the habitual use of 


which no native constitution can stand 
many years. Had Governor Kapena 
advanced this as one of the chief causes 
of the decrease of his people, his state- 
ments would have received credit where 
now they only excite ridicule or con- 

In the Gazette of February 10th, we 
have this editorial: ‘ The report of the 
Chicago interview with Governor Ka- 
pena, of the royal embassy, which we 
published last week, ha$ drawn out some 
pretty sharp comments on his excellency. 
The geueral drift of these comments is 
that a more ungrateful representative of 
Hawaii could hardly be selécted to ac- 
company the embassy. Here is a gen- 
tlemen visiting America, who has ac- 
cepted the hospitality of her Govern- 
ment and people which have spent over 
one million of dollars to civilize and 
chistianize his people, telling them that 
the missionaries which they sent out and 
the christianity which they taught are 
the causes of the rapid decrease of his 
race! picture will make every 
Hawaiian blush. Even had there been 
truth in the statement, the first rules of 
civility should have prevented a guest 
uttering it while enjoying the hospitality 
of hishost. As it now stands, it is a foul 
slander, and the public will demand an 
explanation from the gentleman who ut- 
tered it, or every American will lay it 
up as an uncalled for insult to the coun- 
try which has always proved Hawaii’s 
best friend.”

Rev. John Kimball finds joy and much 
encouragement in his work at Redwood, 
supplying the place of the absent pastor 
of the Congregational Church there. 
Four were received into the church last 
Sunday on profession of faith. At the 
weekly prayer.meetings new Voices are 
heard, and as many as forty are some- 
times in attendance. 

We were cheered to hear that the at- 
tendance on the weekly prayer-meetings 
of the Congregational Church at Gilroy 
has increased from four or five when the

months ago, to nearly forty. ‘The pray- 
er-meeting is the pulse of the church.
